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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner is persuaded by the arguments presented by applicant in the 
paper received by the Office on November 1 0, 2003. The instant invention provides the 
advantage of making it possible to prevent a so-called "channel phenomenon" in which 
water flows only through a specific portion of a filter material, thereby helping to use the 
entire filter medium. It also makes it possible to locate aerobic and anaerobic bacteria 
at different places in the same water channel, and thereby to obtain nearly perfectly 
purified water and permits miniaturization of the apparatus.
